SAN FRANCISCO, March 14.—Gloom 
and despondency, which, on account of 
the drought, have been the predom- 
inant characteristics of business men 
and farmers alike, have disappeared 
with the rain which has been falling 
generally over Northern and Central 
California since before sunrise this 
morning. . 

The storm is due at Tehachepi to- 
night, and if Southern California does

customers. 

Predictions are made that coming 
just at this time, not.only will the 
grain and fruit crops be saved, but 
that they will make a good aggregate 
showing.

SPREAD THE LIGHT. 


Need for the Little Red Schoolhouse 
in Cuba. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.|] 


{Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.}] The report of a board ap- 
pointed by Brig.-Gen. Wood to for- 
mulate a scheme for public education 
in the province of Santiago has been 
made public. The problem of educat- 
ing the Cuban and Spanish children 
has been handled at length, and in a 
masterly way. The report is prefaced 


ing educational system and brings out 
the point that under Spanish rule 
Cuba was afforded: the advantages of 
a system that compared well with 
any of those now in use by English- 
speaking races. 

However, this system of education, 
“in the main worthy of admiration and 
imitation,” to use the rds of the 
board, and its practical ults, con- 
trolled, as it was, in all essentials, by 
officials who were wholly aliens in the 
country and quite free from all re- 
sponsibility to the people whose inter- 
ests were entrusted to them, was the 
very thing ta be desired. Doubt- 


less, many departures from __ the 
rules and methods’ prescribed, 
resulting in irregular- 
ity and general confusion, were due 


to the prolonged disturbances in the 
island. The differences, caprice, ne- 
glect and rapacity of the governing 
authorities left the admirable provis- 
ions the law without enforcement 
or applicaion, the rescuers of the coun- 
try were devoted to other ends, and 
the result was a mere shadow of an 
educational establishment totally in- 
adequate in extent and highly efficient 
in operation so far, at least, as the 
primary and secondary schools were 
concerned. No such things as a free 
public school, in the American meaning, 
exist or has existed in Cuba. So far as 
is known there is not a single build- 
ing nor foot of land in this province 
owned by the people for school pur- 
poses, and not a single dollar of en- 
dowment for any educational institu- 
tion. On these conclusions the board 
says: 

“The immediate need, therefore, of 
the people of Cuba, especially of this 
province, is a system of primary and 
secondary education, as these terms 
are understood in Cuba, or of primary, 
grammar and high schools, as schools 
are graded in the United States, sup- 
ported entirely from the public funds. 
and free to all children of school age; 
adequate in number and so distributed 
as to meet the needs of the entire pop- 
ulaion; administered with a view to 
the highest efficiency and the greatest 
economy and following courses adapted 
to the changed conditions resulting 
from the extraction of Spanish sover- 
eignty in the island.” - Pines 

To bring this about the board recom- 
mends that first of all a census be 
taken of. all the children in the prov- 
ince of school age. The schools must 
temporarily be supported by the gen- 
eral funds in the treasury” of the

SACRAMENTO, March 14.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.]

‘lowers, is chairman. Inasmuch as it 
would have taken a majority vote to 
have called up the resolution from the 
committee, and three-fourths vote to 
‘suspend the rules to adopt it, the in- 


“ference is that the Burns leaders were 


counting on keeping the resolution tied 
up in committee. 
Senator Leavitt, one of the colonel’s 


. Steering Committee, said this after- 


noon that he could not tell when_final 
adjournment would be had. Leavitt 
has been circulating a roll c&ll for 
members who are favorable to a 
caucus, to check off, but he has not 
met with any notable degree of suc- 
cess, and he says he is not working 
steadily on the proposition. 
GRANT GAINING GROUND. 

There is an unmistakable feeling pre- 
vailing that Grant is gaining ground, 
and this feeling extends even outside 
of legislative and political circles. Of

SALARY BILL IN THE SENATE.

One reason why there is a general 
desire to kill the bill is that the mem- 
bers are opposed to ripping up county 
governments by new laWs every two 
years. Another reason is that there 
is supposed to be several undiscovered 
“bugs” lurking in the measure. 

Bulla did not like to accept th® sal- 
ary schedule bill as it came from the 
Assembly because it had been sub- 
stituted for a bill by Méadé, as here- 
tofore related in these dispatches, and 
bore Mead’s name. He therefore of- 
fered another bill, similar in terms, 
and it is hoped that by making it a 
special matter of urgency, Bulla can 
have his scruples satisfied without de- 
laying the passage of the bill. 

Melick’s bill, putting the matter of 
salaries of treasurers of cities of the 
sixth class in the hands of Boards of 
Trustees, to take effect from the third 
Monday in April, 1900, passed the As- 
sembly tonight, by 52 to 0.

No Change in the Vote for Senator. 
Measures Disposed Of. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


SACRAMENTO, March 14.—The vote 
for United States Senator today re- 
sulted: Barnes, 21; Estee, 1; Burns, 
26; Grant, 28; Scott, 5; White ¢(Dem.,) 
1; Gesford (Dem.,) 29; Phelan (Dem..,) 1.

‘Some Testimeany Before the Court

DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED- PRESS DAY REPORT. 4 


CHICAGO, March 14.—In the army beef in- 
vestigation today, Capt. C. E. Aspinwall, as- 
sistant quartermaster and acting commissary 
of. volunteers during the Spanish war, in 
command of the transport Manitoba, testified 
that he took on board at Newport-News 1755 
quarters of refrigerated beef. 

The Manitoba left Newport News August 5 
and arrived off Ponce August 10. She ran 
aground three miles out and remained there 
three days and a half. A representative of 
Swift & Co. was on the ship in charge of the 
beef, as refrigerator engineer. Upon arriving 
at Ponce, witness reported to Gen. Gilmore 
the stores hé had on board, telling him he 
had a large consignment of refrigerated beef. 
The chief engineer had expressed some fear 
about the sutety of the meat on account of 
the pipes becoming clogged with sand, occa- 
sioned by the grounding of the ship, which 
might interfere with the operation of the re- 
frigerator plant. 

Witness reported about the meat to Gen. Gil- 
more. Gen. Gilmore looked up and_ said: 
“You had better throw it overboard. We have 
no use for it. We can get all the beef we 
want here.’ 

The witness continued: ‘I said that it was 
the best of beef, and I did not care to take 
any such course as that, unless ordered to.’’ 

He replied: ‘‘If nec essary, I will give you 
an order to that effect.’ 

“Was any beef landed there?” 

“Not at that time.’ 

Witnesses stated that the ship went from 
Ponce to Miowa. He reported to Capt. Da- 
vidson, the depot quartermaster, and the de- 
pot commissary, who said he would like to 
have some of the beef for the troops. 
morning a lighter came alongside and an is- 
sue of fresh beef was made for the first time. 
The beef was taken ashore, Witness asked 
the commissary about it the next day, when 
the lighter tame alongside for beef. 

The commissary said that he was delighted 
meat, but he said that some had 


had not reached its destination until 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon, when it was spoiled. 
“But,’’ the commissary said, ‘‘that was no 
fault of the beef. The beef was used there 
‘day after day until the ship left on August 
31, when the witness was ordered to Ponce. 
In the office of the depot quartermaster he 
met Lieut.-Col. Smith, who said: ‘‘You have 


some fresh beef on board and I am here to 


assist you in issuing it.’’ We immediately 
proceeded to make arrangements so that it 
could be issued to the trcops. We arranged 
to open the boxes at 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. so that the troops would get it early, 
but by some mistake’ the first issue was made 
at 5 o'clock in the afternoon, and the meat 
was taken ashore and kept until the follow- 
ing morning before being issued to the troops. 

‘‘f made inquiries of different commanders,”’ 
said the witness, ‘“‘about the maat while I re- 
mainea there, but all that I talked with, with 
one exception, were pleased with the beef. 
Maj. Birmingham, in command of the general 
hospital, said it was the best beef he had 
had. But Col. Foster, of the Sixth Illinois, 
whose regiment was stationed six or seven 
miles in the interior, said the beef when it 
reached his command, about 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon, the first day’s issue was spoiled. 
But he did not consider that anything against 
the beef, as he said it was a long time after 
it had been taken out of the refrigerators. 
He remained at Miowa until September 8, and 
then was ordered to take some trocps to New

The witness stated that he had approxt- 
mately on hoard when_ he left Newport 
News, 300000 pounds of meat, of which 
about 50,000 had been issued. 

“By whose orders did rou make the voy- 
age to New York?” 

“T received my order from the depot quar- 
termaster.”’ 

“Was it known to him that there was

“Was it known to the commissary?” 
“Yes sir. 

“Was it known to the commanding of-

“T am not advised as to that.” 

The witness stated that when the Mani- 
toba sailed for New York, September 7, the 
beef was in good condition. He had used 
some of it for his own table, and the offi- 
sers’ table during the voyage. None of the 
Jeef was issued to the troops on the ship, 
hs there were no facilities for cooking. The 
refrigerating apparatus was in the best of 
endition. 

-“Did any change take place in the beef?" 
:“On the return trip, when we were within 
bout two days of New York, the chief 
steward reported to me that the beef was 

eginning to spoil, and that he had to cut 

,ut portions of it in order to prepare it for 
tne table. That condition continued to 

crease until our arrival in New York. 
when on the morning of September —, I 


' think he reported to me that the beef. was 


bad that he did not think it advisable

“What was done with. the Manitoba 
beef ?’’

There was 
some argument about the ownership of the 
meat, but the board proceeded in the regular 
way and made their report. I applied to‘the 
chairman for a copy of the proceedings, and 
he ‘told me- that the proceedings had been 
stopped. But I obtained a copy, and learned 
from it that the beef pee been condemned

and ordered disposed of about ten days 


a lighter came alongside the ship and tock. 


the beef away. I received a telegram from 
Mr...Barry-of Washington, who, I understood, 
was a representative of Swift & Co., to de- 
liver it to the lighter.”’ 

Witness stated that the chief engineer on 
the Manitoba, who was familiar with the 
handling of this meat, had superintended the 
loading at Newport News, and expressed him- 
self satisfied as to the way in which 
transfer was made. The temperature at 
Newport News was 95 deg., but the refrizera- 
tor cars were run down to a covered shed, 
where the cars were opened and the beef im- 
mediately taken aboard the ship. The tem- 
perature in the refrigerating-rooms on board 
ship was at times only 34 deg., and the en- 
gineer was alarmed because he could not get 
the temperature down to 33 deg., but he 
finally succeeded. The beef when it came 
aboard was examined by the witness. It was 
inclosed in cheesecloth sacks and seemed to 
be in prime condition. W hen taken off at 
New York it had ‘‘whiskers’’ on -it, was 
mouldy on the outside. The board of survey 
had several] quarters examined, and the beef 
inside was perfectly gocd. but tue board felt 
that as there was so much mould on the out- 
side the beef was bad, and that it would be 
unsafe to issue to the troops. 

“Did you have any occasion to suspect that

Swift, president of Swift & Company. He

“By whom were those contracts made on 
the of the United States?’ asked Col. 
Davis. 

“By Gen. Eagan: advertisoments were is- 
sued and proposals received in the usual 
form. We agreed to be responsible for the 
beef keeping twenty-four hours from issuing 
and if in a refrigerating house seventy-two 
hours from. the steamer issue. I supposed 


there would be reasonable protection as for 
any other commodity. When we deal in 
beef we deal in a verishable article. It 


‘certainly. should be protected 
ical sun.’ 

“In the preparation of your refrigerator 
beef what agent do you rely upon as a 
preservative?” ‘ 

‘Refrigerated air, nothing else.’ 

“Have you used at any time in connec- 
tion with the preservation of refrigerated 
beef any chemical preservative of any 
kind? 

Cross-examined by Maj. Lee, witness eaid: 

“Tt asked my brother in Boston, E. 
Swift, to go to Washington and agree with 
Gen. Eagan upon the terms of the contract. 
It was finally agreed upon between my 
brother and Gen. Eagan. I never met Gen. 
Eagan previous to the time the contract 
was signed.’ 

Mr. Swift was questioned at length as to 
his interpretation of his firm’s contract with 
the governmert, and this questioning de- 
veloped a marked difference of opinion be- 
tween Mr. Swift and former’ Commissary- 
General Eagan as to the length of time the 
beef was good to keep after being Femoved | 
from the refrigerator shin. 

Gen. Eagan testified that the beef was to 
keep, under normal conditions, remaining 
sweet and proper food, seventy-two hours 
after it left the refrigerator ship. Mr. 
Swift maintained that his firm had con- 
tracted to furnish beef that would keep 
seventy-two hours refrigerators 
ashore after its delivery from the refriger- 
ator ships, or twenty-four hours after be- 
ing issued from the refrigerator buildings | 
on store, and he maintained that the con- 
tractors were not liable for con- 
demned after having been seventy-two hours 
awey from the ship. 

Where there were no refrigerators on 
shore. he maintained that the contractors’ 
liability ceased after twenty-four hours. 

The witness stated that chemicals were 
not in any way used as a preservative. 

Maj. Lee asked if the larger proportion 
nf - poorer beef did not go to the can- 


me's Swift replied “that it did not. 

Other testimony was to the same effect. 

The court adjourned until 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. 


DE GROOT WANTED. 


WARRANT FOR HIS ARREST ISSUED 
YESTERDAY. 


Oil Struck in the Well Within the 
Prescribed Limit of Westlake 


Park—Test of the Present Law 
to Be Made in the Case, 


W. E. de Groot, of oil well and other 
less. desirable notoriety, is to be ar- 
rested again. A warrant fer his ar- 
rest was issued yesterday afterioon., 
The warrant also calls for the ar- 
rest of W. P. Book, Ed Bellah and B. 
W. Ulrich, associates and employés of 
De Groot in the oil business. The 
charge against them is that of violat- 
ing the ordinance prohibiting the ¢@rill- 
ing of oil wells within 1500 feet of 
Westlake Park. 

Ever since the present ordinanse has 
been in foree, De Groot and the others 
have been drilling for vil on San Joa- 
quin street, near Ocean View avenhte, 
just within the 1600 foot limit of the 
park. Owing to a peculinrity in the 
ordinance it, was impossible to stop 
this work or arrest the op»eratocss until 
oil had been struck, ‘or until then the 
well could not be declared to be an oil 
well. There was of Opinion 
among oil men as to the probability. of 
the success of the well, many of them 
believing that it was located just out- 
side of the oil belt. As the depth of 
the well approached a thousand feet, 
this belief wag shared by some of the 
men working atit. It was decided to 
drill to at least 1200 feet, and the work 
proceeded without interruption. 

Yesterday morning oil was struck 
at a depth of 1050 feet The news- 
spread through the oil district, and 
was reported to City Oil Inspector 
Monlux, who has been closely watch- 
ing the operations. The inspector at 
once investigated the matter, and 
learning that the drill had reached 
oil, he at once swore to complaints 
against all those interested in or work- 
ing at the well, charging them with 
misdemeanor in yiolating the ordin- 
ance for park protection, The serv- 
ice of warrants will be made today. 

The case against these men will de- 
termine the validity of the present 
ordinance. When it was adopted by 
the Council at the instance of the 
Westlake Park Improvement and Pro- 
tective Association, City Attorney Haas 
broadly hinted. that in his opinion the- 
law was not a good one. He had pre- 
pared an-eopinion on the subject, but 
the Council did not give him an oppor- 
tunity to file it. He will prdsecute 
the cases, however, to the best of his 
ability, and if the law is not sustained 
sneener will be enacted by the Coun- 

The street’ railway company has 
leased lands for oil prospecting just in- 
side the 1600-foot line, and it is said 
by the Westlake property-owners that 
the City, Council’s determination to 
maintain the limit is beginning to 
wobble. <A proposition has been made 
to establish the northerly limit of pro- 
tection at Ocean View avenue. throw- 
ing open to oil drillers the territory 
where De Groot is operating, and ex- 
posing to the disagreeable features of 
oil pumping several tracts that have 
been built up under assuran“es of 
protection. A meeting of Westiake 
property-owners will bé held Thursday 
night to protest against proposed 
changes of the limit of protection.

THE FREE HARBOR JUBILEE ; 


Good Reasons Why it Should Be a 
Success. 

If the Free Harbor Jubilee, which is 
to take place the 26th and 27th of April, 
is not a success, it will not be the 
fault of those who have had the matter 
in charge.

{AT THE CITY HAUL) 


KEPT THEIR PROMISE. 


FATE OF A SALOON MAN WHO DIS- 
REGARDED A WARNING. 


Police Contmissioners Revoke a 
License—Two Others May Be 


Punished—Peculiar Decisions in 
Two Saloon Cases —Smalipex 


Failure to heed the warnng issued 
a week ago by the Board of Police 
Commissioners to all saloon-keepers 
that they must obey the laws with 
reference to Sunday and midnight 
closing cost one saioon man his license 
yesterday, and it is more than prob- 
able that one or perhaps two others 
may be similarly punished as a result 
of reports made against them by the 
police at yesterday’s session of the 
board: The meeting began at 10 a.m., 
and continued until after 12, and then 
reconvened at 2 o’clock, and continued 
until nearly’ 3, nearly all of the time 
being. devoted to the consideration of 
the saloon question. ~ 

The case against the Depot -saloon, 
at No 612 North Alameda street, was 
first considered, Herman Gieschen, the 
properietor, appearing to defend his 
license. Patrolman Fowler told how 
he with two other officers had gone to 
the saloon on March 5, and had bought 
drinks by the glass from a man who 
was cleaning the bar-room. They ar- 
rested him. but the case failed of cons 
viction because,of the decision of 
Justice Austin that the prosecution 
had failed to prove that the defendant 
was an agent of the proprietor, al- 
though they proved that liquor tad 
veen sold there on Sunday. Other offi- 
cers testified to having purchased 
drinks there and one of them told of 
another arrest there for selling liquor 
on Sunday. This case is now pending. 
and in order that the courts might firs’ 
deal with it. the commissioners de- 
cided to postpone action. The Mayor 
did not like the decision of the court, 
and plainly stated that he did not 
believe it was based upon any law or 
sense of right. He pointed to the case 
as being one which called for action by 
the commissioners in spite of what the 
courts might do with it 

The case against the Richelieu sa- 
loon at Second and Spring street was 
then taken up... Officers Fowler and 
Dickens reported that on March 5 they 
had bought beer there without any 
lunch. Sergeant Jeffries had seen sev- 
eral men drinking without any signs 
of lunch. Officer Moore and two others 
had purchased whisky without lunch, 
and one officer had secured a drink by 
representing that he was in a hurry 
and did not have time to wait for a 
lunch. On this case the waiter had 
been arrested and the case is: now 
pending in court. Patrolman Len- 
hausen and Sergenat Smith said they 
had seen four men drinking cocktails 
early Sunday morning in one of the 
rooms, and no lunch was then in sight. 
All of these alleged violations Were 
either on March 5 or on previous Sun- 
days. Last Sunday between 4 and 5 
a. m., Officer Baker entered the place. 
He reported that he saw four or five 
men in a room and the waiter en- 
tered with a large bottle and several 
glasses, but seeing the officer he did 
not pour the drinks. Baker then left, 
but as we went out he peeped 
through an open place in the curtain 
and saw the waiter serve the drinks. 
As he went out six men. entered and 
later when they came out one was so 
drunk that he had to be arrested. 
Thomas Beatty, the proprietor, as- 
serted that he conducted a legitimate 
restaurant. and that he had _ issued 
strict orders to his employés not to 
violate the laws under circum- 
stances. He declared that it was his 
purpose to. live up to all the laws and 
assist in their enforcement rather than 
in their violation. 

As there is a case in court result- 
ing from alleged violation of the law 
in this place, the commissioners de- 
cided to postpone action until the 
courts pass upon that case. This 
means that the charge will be dis- 
missed after the usual warning has 
been given, as in the other cases. Mr. 
Beatty wanted to know whether he 
‘must close his restaurant, and Mayor 
Eaton replied that he knew what the 
law was, and if he complied with it 
there avould be no trouble, but other- 
wise the commission would take 
prompt action in the matter. 

Cases against Joseph Vail, owner of 
the saloon at No. 243 Aliso street, 
and against the ‘200” saloon at First 
and Los Angel streets, were dis- 
missed, as nothing serious could be 
proved against them. 

J. F. Smith, who anrrowly escaped 
a revocation of his license a week ago, 
presented an application for a transfer 
to himself of the license to his saloon 
as he had been ordered to do. The 
Mayor was not satisfied that Smith 
is a proper person to have a license, 
owing to the reports as to the char- 
acter of his place.

| SURPRISING DECISIONS. 

Patrolman Fowler submitted a re- 
port as to the action of the Justice 
Coum on the cases which had resulted 


| from arrests for alleged violations of 


the. Sunday-closing laws, which opened 
the eyes of the commissioners and 
proved that Chief Glass was right 
when, weeks ago, he declared that. if 
anything were to be accomplished in 
the present crusade against Sunday 
saolons, the commissioners would have 
to act independently of the courts:. He 
had told the board that unless they 
supported the police their’ efforts 
would result in nothing, because the 
courts could not be depended upon to 
properly deal sith all ¢he cases. From 
the report submitted by Patrolman 
Fowler, it was seen that it will here- 
after be almost impossible to convict 
a saloon man in at leas® one of the 
courts, on account of the view taken 
as to what must be proved. The com- 
munication is as follows: 

“Permit me, for my own informa- 
tion and for the interest df the de- 
partment, to make the following in- 
quiry with reference to the law and 
evidence required to convict the sa- 
loons of this city under the Sunday 
and midnight-closing sordinanaes. 

“For illustration, I will cite you a 
case as follows, viz.: On Sunday, 
March 5, I was informed that the 
saloon at No. 612 North Alameda 
street, Was open and running in vio- 
lation of the law. I proceeded at once 
to said saloon in company with Offi- 
cer. Moore, Special Officer Dickens 
and J. H. Maage. Under my instruc- 
tions, Dickens and Maage went into 
the saloon and parchased beer and 
whisky by the drink, also purchasing 
one-half pint of whisky in the place. 
Monday, March 6, one J. B. Franklin, 
the person in charge of the saloon 
and the person making the sales, was 
arrested. by me, and brought into the 
City Justice’s Court. March 11 at 2 
p.m., ¢he case came up ffor trial. 
Dickens and Maage testified that the 
defendant met them at the saloon door 
with keys and admitted them: also 
that Franklin drew the beer from a 
keg, and set the whisky upon the bar 
and received the money over the bar 
and delivered both drinks over the 
same. The testimony was corroborated 
with reference to defendant’s ad- 
mitting persons, and the defendant ad- 
mitted that he was a “helper” in clean- 
ing up the saloon on that particular 
day, and also helped at other times 
around the place. 

“It was an impossibility on our part 
to show what capagity the defendant, 
Franklin, was workng under at the 
time he made the sale of liquor. The 
law states that any person, who, either 
as owner, agent or otherwise, makes 
the sale, is guilty of a violation of the 
law. After hearing the evidence as 
above stated, Justice Morgan dismissed 
the case, on the grounds that we had 
failed to show that Franklin was an 
agent of the proprietor, although it 
was clearly shown that’ he had ad- 
mitted the officers hi keys, sold 
— drinks and received cash for the 
sale. 

“Deputy City Attorney Hewitt prose- 
cuted the case, and stated to me that 


it was a ridiculous thing that such 


a decision should be given, for under 
such ruling it is impossible to convict 
any saloon in the city for a violation 


of said law. 


“Another case I will here relate is 
as follows: On February 26 the sa- 
loon at No. 419 South Main street, 
known as the “Palm Gardens,” was 
entered by Dickens and mvself, and 
beer was purchased, which was’ 
brought to us from a saloon to an 
adjoining room, in which we sat. 
March 9 the case was tried in Justice 
Austin’s court. The evdence showed. 
beyond a possible doubt that we had 
entered the room, ,called for the 
drinks and that they were brought to 
us from the bar to the room and paid 
for by us; also, that the proprietor was 
the owner and in control of not only 
the saloon, but also the room where 
the beer awas served. Justice Austin 
dismissed the case for the reason that 
it was shown that «he drinks were 
purchased in the room adjoining the 
saloon, and were drunk in said room, 
and tfat it was not shown that this

It is the opinion of Health Officer 

Powers that the smallpox conditions 

are gradually improving and that while 


within the next week or more, there 
will not be anything like the number 


riod of incubation, that is the time dur- 
ing which the disease develops after ex- 
posure io it, has passed with reference 
to one of the cases to which there was 
the greatest exposure. This case de- 
veloped more than three weeks ago 
on Twelfth street, the patient being a 
student in the Normal school. The 
circumstances attending the case were 
such that a large number of persons 
came into contact with it before it was 
known what it was. Not only were 
classmates of the patient and teach- 
ers at the school exposed, but hun- 
dreds of other persons were placed in 
such position that it was feared many 
of them would become infected. The 
seriousness of this case was such that 
every posible precaution was taken 
to care for cases which might develop 
from it, and the health authorities 
simply waited for that development. 
Fortunately it never came and the pe- 
riod has now passed during which the 
expected cases would have developed 
had the infection really occurred. 
The Health Officer now admits that

we Will be soon. It all depends upon 
a continuation of the precautions such 
as would be taken if the conditions 
were.as serious as they were several 
weeks ago. Of course, we will have 
additional cases, possibly a number 
of them in one day, but I am much 
encouraged at the outlook, and if the 
people will only be careful it will make 
our work all the easier and will result 
in our stamping mit the disease much 
sooner than we could otherwise hope 
to do. I am judging from the grasl- 
ual but certain reduction in the num- 
ber of cases. It is, of cvurse, possible 
that we may have another crop, but I 
do not see any occasion now for gen- 
eral alarm, I cannot too. strongly 
urge the people to be careful. There 
are various ways of being careful. For 
example, this is no time to visit the 
sick unles it is positively known what 
is their affliction. It is just as much 
necessary that the people be vaccin- 
ated as ever it was, and it is just as 
undesirable for them to visit in neigh- 
borhoods in which the disease has 
been. All that is necessary is the ex- 
ercise of common sense and we will 
soon remove all danger.” 
_ The eight-months-old, child of Rev. 
Encell, whose home is on Ninth street, 
near Maple avenue, died yesterday 
afternoon at the Ciy Hospial of con- 
fluent smallpox. From the time the 
child became iil its recovery has been 
considered - almost _ impossible. This 
makes the total number of deaths from 
the disease fourteen out of seventy- 
seven cases. This is considered a re- 
markably low death rate for small- 
No new cases of the disease devel- 
oped yesterday and there were not so 
many suspected cases reported to the 
Health Department. All that were re- 
ported were promptly investigated, and 
in every instance it was found that 
the patient was suffering from some 
simple ailment and no of them had 
sufficient symptoms of smallpox to jus- 
tify their being considered suspects. 


Afraid of Delinquency. 

It has been the rule of the Board of 
Police Commissioners heretofore - that 
whenever a saloon-keeper fails to pay 
his license for any month before the 
10th of the month, he is reported to 
the board and on that showing his li- 
cense is declared to be revoked.

LET THE LAW ALONE. 
Nobody is complaining of the gen- 


eral election laws of California as they 


stand today; at least, no honest,” in- 


telligent voter is making complaint. 
Under the present law every person 


entitled to vote has full and free op- 
portunity to exercise that right, un- 
hampered by any restriction to which 
a conscientious voter can reasonably 
object.. Absolute freedom of choice is 
secured under the Australian system, 
ample time is given for marking the 
baliots, and as the latter are furnished 
to the voter by authorized officials, 
there is no danger that any person 
competent to vote will be imposed 
upon. While the method of counting 
the ballots might be improved upon, 
the method of casting them fulfills all 
reasonable requirements and should 
not be tampered with. 

Assembly Bill No. 19, known as the 
Rickard Bill, provides for some 
changes in the law which are mis- 
chievous and unjust. This bill has 
already passed the Assembly and has 
reached its third reading in the Sen- 
ate. It provides, that the names of 


_eandidates shall be arranged in par- 


allel columns under . party headings, 
instead of in the present form of ar- 
rangement by official titles. It also 
provides that the names of independ- 
ent candidates and of the parties that 
go on the ballot by petition shall be 
placed in columns at the end of the 
ballot. The bill also contains this 
provision: 

“The name of-a candidate shall be 
printed only once upon the ballot, and 
if any candidate is nominated by more 
than one certificate of nomination, he 
must by writing signed and verified by 
him. and-filed with the officer where 
the certificate of nomination is filed, 
choose which of such party designa-- 
tions he desires to have his name 
printed under.” 

This measure is vicious and unjust. 
It would be, if enacted into law, but 


little short of an outrage upon the 
public at large. and upon the _ inde- 
pendent voter in particular. Each of 


the provisions above referred to is 
wrong in principle and would be in- 
iquitous in practice. As Tur TIMES 
has heretofore shown, the arranging 
of the names of candidates in par- 
allel columns, under party headings, 
would render it more difficult for the 
independent voter to express his choice 
of candidates, and it would distinctly 
favor the purchase, delivery, and 
identification of purchasable ballots. 
The placing of independent candidates 
at the end of the ballot in the man- 
ner proposed is also unjust, especially 
in conjunction with the provision that 
no name of a candidate can appear 
but once uron the ballot, under the 
proposed arrangement, though he may 
have been nominated by two or more 
party conventions. Under the present 
plan of arrangement, the name of a 
candidate appears but once upon the 
ballot, it is true; but after each name 
is printed the name of the party or 
parties by which he was nominated. 
If a candidate is accorded the honor 
of ntomination by more than one. 
party, he is clearly entitled to what- 
ever advantage may accrue to him by 
having the fact appear plainly upon 
the official ballot. 

One of the strongest and best safe 
guards of our political system lies jn 
the independent voter. It should be 

the aim of our election laws to afford 
the independent voter all possible and 
reasonable facilities for expressing his 
choice. The independent vote acts as 
a check upon the leading parties, and 
tends to compe! them to place good 
men in nomination. The pending 
measure appears to have been devised 
especially to hamper the independent 
voter in the exercise of his right to 
vote for such candidates as he sees 
fit, and to facilitate the debauching of 
the ballot by professional political 
tricksters. If it gets past the Senate, 
as now seems probable. it should be 
stopped—and let us hope it will be 
stopped—by executive veto. Should 
the bill become a law, the Republican 
party, which dominates the Legisla- 
ture, will be held responsible by the 
people of the State, and there will 
come a day of settlement that will 
eurely prove embarrassing. |

TRANSMISSISSIPPI COMMERCIAL CON- 
GRESS. 

In the’ Kansas Legislature, in the 
year 1891, a resolution was adopted 
providing for the convocation of a 
Transmississippi Commercial |Con- 
gress. Provision was made for the 
appointment of delegates from each 
of the Western States. The congress 
met, in accordance with the previously- 
arranged plan, at Kansas City, and re- 
sulted in the forming of closer bonds 
of sympathy and of mutual interest 
between the leading men of the vast 
section west of the great river. The 
first assembling of thesq men of the 
West revealed the fact that the por- 
tion of the country which they repre- 
sented, aside from its community of 
interest with the country at large, had 
“a common cause a common destiny, 
and a reciproes! interest in commer- 
cial development which could be best 
served by c'scor organization and 
more thorough knowledge of the needs 
of the whole section.” 

‘The success of the first congress 
was such as to warrant the holding of 
other similar gatherings, and the 
idea has rrown tntil the annual ses- 
sions of the Transmississippi Con- 
gress have become an important fac- 
tor in the developmént of the great 
West. The region represented by the 
congress contains more than 75 per 
‘cent. of the total area of the United 
States. It yields 99 per cent. of the 
gold produced in the country, 99.9 per 
cent. of the silver, 81 per cent. of the 
lead, 65 per cent. of the copper, 14.5 
per cent. of the coal, 64.3 per cent. of 
the wheat, 51.3 per cent. of the corn, 
49 per cent. of the cotton, 52.4 per 
cent. of the wool, and 50 per cent. of 
the farm animals. 

The Transmississippi Congress has 
become a permanent institution, and 
the good it has accomplished for the 
region west of the Mississippi is be-| 
yond computation. It will convene, 
this year, at Wichita, Kan., on May 
31.. It ought to be possible to bring 
the convention to Los Angeles next 
year, and this can probably be done if 
our representatives at the session to, 
be held this year will make a deter- 
mined effort in that direction. 


TEST THE ORDINANCE. 

The oil men, who for some time 
past have been boring in the vicinity 
of Westlake Park, within the 1600- 
foot limit, have at length struck oil. 
There is an ordinance on the statute- 
books of this city, prohibiting the 
sinking or operation of oil wells within 
a radius of 1600 feet from any public 
park. Now that oil has been struck 
at_a point nearer to one of the city 
parks than is permitted by the ordi- 
nance, the time to test the validity of 
' that ordinance has come. 

Up to the present time it has not 
been practicable—perhaps not  possi- 
ble—to prevent the sinking of the well 
referred to, for the reason that it 
could not be definitely shown that the 
well was, or would be when com- 
pleted, an oil well. But now the city 
has n clear case under the ordinance. 
There is no longer any doubt that the 
well in question is an oil well. The 
issue is thus joined, and we shall now 
be able to ascertain whethér the ordi- 
nance is valid or invalid. 

The city oil inspector has begun 
action against the well-borer and his 
associates for violation of the ordi- 
nance. Although City Attorney Haas 
has expressed an opinion to the ef- 
fect that the ordinance is invalid, it 
becomes his duty to prosecute the case 
of the city against these violators of 
the law for all it is worth. His per- 
‘sonal opinion as to the validity of the 
law is of course immaterial to the 
case. The ordinance is a municipal 
| law until it has been declared invalid 
| by the proper authority. The only 
, Way in which its validity can be de- 
_ termined is by bringing a test case 
| before the courts. This has been 
done in the action filed by the City Oil 
i Inspector. It only remains for the 
| City Attorney to prosecute the case.as 
_ vigorously as possible on behalf of the 
city. |

THE BRIGHT SIDE OF THE PICTURE. 

A review of the condition of. the 
various agricultural and . horticultural 
resources of Southern California, as 
published in Tum Times of Monday, 
does not make anything like so bad 
a showing as might be expected by 
those who have given’ heed to the 
alarming - statements which some 
bilious people seem to take a particu- 
lar pleasure in spreading abroad. The 
writer of the article in Typ Times 
shows that, while the grain crop - in 
Southern California will be of dubious 
importance, unless we get another 
good rain, there is likely, in any case, 
to be a fair crop of what we in South- 
hay—that is to 
say, the immature grain, both wheat 
and barley. Last year little hay was 
saved, as the rain came so early that 
it was only within a limited area that 
the grain became large enough, even 
for hay. This year, however, the 
conditions are improved, the grain be- 
ing already better developed than last 
year, and still growing well,-in most 
cases, While it is true that this would 
not make up altogether for the loss 
of the grain crop, yet a good crop 
of hay would go a long way toward re- 
lieving the loss entailed by a dry sea- 
son. 

The dry season will be hard upon 
the stock interests, but it will result 
in weeding out common animals, and 
encouraging the raising of thorough- 
breds under proper condjtions. The 
same is true@f the dairy industry, 
which has made great progress in 
Southern California during the past 
year. As Tun TIMES has shown, a 
vast amount of water has been de- 
veloped in this section during the 
past twelve months, and it is likely 
that still more will be developed dur- 
ing the present year. With good 
wells, the water from which can be 
pumped at small expense, the dairy- 
men are to a great extent independent. 
of the rainfall. . The capacity of the 
factory at Oxnard will be double that 
of last year, and the beet crop prom- 
ises to be large. There is in this sec- 
tion a considerable amount of land | 
which is too moist for the successful | 
culture of sugar beets In an ordinary 
year, whereas in a season like this it 
is just right. | 

Turning to that. important branch of 
farming in Southern California, the 
raising of deciduous fruits, we find 
there is every indication that a fair 
crop will be raised, and should it fall 
somewhat below the average in quan- 
tity, this will be more than compen- 
sated by the high prices which are cer- 
tain to be realized, owing to the de- 
struction of the fruit crop. by ‘frost 
throughout the entire section east of 
the mountains. 3 

The orange crop of the present sea- 
son will probably amount to 10,000 
carloads. Next season, unless some 
unforeseen calamity should happen, 
there is every reason to anticipate 
that the crop will be fully twice as 
large. 

Turning from agricultural to other 
resources, we find that the output of 


|. petroleum in Southern California, out- 


side of Los Angeles city, is’ steadily 
increasing, and new deposits are con- 
stantly being opened up. The same is 
true of gold, the output of which, from 
the Randsburg and desert mines, is 
steadily increasing, while the copper 
and gold-mining industries of Arizona, 
which are directly tributary to Los An- 


: geles, are enjoying quite a boom. 


Adding to these resources the con- 
the 
building of a new railroad to Salt 
Lake, which may be regarded almost 
as an accomplished fact, and the cer- 
tain immigration to this section of an 
unpredecented army of home-seekers, 
we certainly have no reason to com- 
plain that the outlook is a gloomy one.

tive where it never acted before. All 
dealers in liquor should be treated 
alike, whether they call the places in 
which they sell spirits saloons, drug 
Stores, restaurants or soda watef 
stands. , There should be no middle 
course, and there should be no retreat. 
from the position the city now oc- 
cupies.

Gen. Corbin’s declination was 
due tothe fact that Congress had 
failed to make provision for a reward 
of Maj.-Gen. Merritt and Maj.-Gen.. 
Otis, and other officers, who- distin- 
guished themselves in the field, while 
he, though his work was arduous, re- 
mained in Washington throughout the 
struggle.” 

This action on the part of the dis- 
tinguished officer will not come in 
the nature of a surprise to those who 
know and appreciate the character of 
the man. Gen. Corbin, when stationed 
at department headquarters in this 
city, revealed to those with whom he 
came in contact all the sterling qual- 
ities of the good soldier, the gallant 
officer, and the American gentleman. 
His self-abnegation in declining ad- 
vancement because his fellow-officers 
have been slighted by Congress, is in 
line with his honorable and success- 
ful career wherever the exigencies of 
the service have called him to perform 
a duty. THE TIMES congratulates the 
country upon having in its army men 
of this type, who exalt the _ service 
and do honor to the American name.

The name of John Philip Sousa is a 
never-failing magnet to the cultured 
and the uncultured alike in things 
musical wherever he appears. People 
for whom music apparently has no 
charm at any other time, and others 
whose taste is most fastidious com- 
prise the audiences that listen to this 
popular leader and his exceptionally 
strong forces. The reasons for this are 
manifold, and good. Souga has gath- 
ered about him the best players ob- 
tainable, some of them eminent solo- 
ists on their several instruments; he. 
has carefully weeded out as the seez- 
sons rolled by the weak and sgsubsti- 
tuted only with the best material, and 
the result is a band that is unapproach- 
able in point of general excellence on 
this continent. His men can play any- 


thing; their workmanship is like a per- 


fectly adjusted, intricately constructed 
mechanism, which is in perfect work- 
ing order. Their individual superiority, 
their long and constant training under 
one baton, provide the necessary fac- 
tors for the very high degree of per- 
fection to which they have attained, 
and merit the name they have made for 
themselves. The programmes cover a 
wide range, from the tuneful, catchy 
popular air to excerpts from Wazner 
and other great composers. They are 
purposely made short, that cncores 
may be freely accorded without over- 
taxing either time or strength of play- 
ers or audience.

A HOBO’S INGENIOU WAY OF 
RAISING THE WIND. 


How a Stolen Wheel Came Back, 
With a Conscience Attached—A 
Bicyelist’s Dangerous Encounter 
With. a Trolley Car—Coroner’s 
Inquest—Farewell Reception. 


PASADENA, March 14.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] A valuable bicycle was stolen 
Saturday evening from Miss Pearl Platt of 
‘No. 6066 East Colorado street, and late last 
night its return was reported to the police, 
with an amusing attachment.

“I have a thorough disgust upon me,” 


that no harm, but only good will result in 
letting the destructive element furnish a 
two-years’ object lesson to the people of 
San Diego. it has been my policy to work 
with the progressive element of San Di- 
ego, and it would be very gratifying to me 
to have that element triumph in the com- 
ing city election, but I am thoroughly per- 
Suaded that a temporary triumph of the 
opposition would so disgust the entire com- 
munity and would cause such a reaction of 
feeling that thereafter San Diego would 
be thoroughly united for progressive action.

the city, cancel its contract.

In apparent 
ignorance af the quarantine regulat¢ions 
the vessel came straight up the channel 
from Point Loma and was boarded by the 
customs officers opposite the marine ways. 
He found that the Rambler had not been 
passed by the quarantine officer, and re- 
fused to allow anvbody to go ashore from 
the schooner until Dr.McKay had made the 
customary examination. It was two hours 
before the passengers on the Rambler could 
go ashore. Capt. Crosby explained that he 
had mistaken the marine ways for the 
quarantine station, and as he could find 
no officer there he passed on. He was in- 
formed that he had laid himself liable to 
a fine of $5000. His explanation was suffi- 
cient, however, and he will escape the fine.

SAN PEDRO, March 14.—[Regular Cof- 
respondence.]

He will not only 
deliver-ordinary letters and paper mail, but 
registered letters and rcels,’ sell stamps 
and cards, and collect all outgoing mail. In

publications, and take up other matters that 
will add to his income.

CATALINA ISLAND. 


A Topographical Map of Santa Cata- 

linn 

AVALON, March 4-—fReeutar-Correspond- 
ence.] An. interesting topographical map of 
Santa Catalina Island has been made for 
the Banning Company by a member of the 
Landmarks Club.” On it the sites of nearly 
all the old Indian towna of Catalina have 
been indicated. In making the map the 
old Spanish discoverers have been remem- 
bered in endurifig montments. The ‘pyra- 
mid mountain at the north entranca to Cata- 
lina Harbor was changed to Mt. Torquemada 
in. honor of Father Torquemada, his- 
torian and ¢Gonfessor of the expedition of 
Sebastian Vizeaino, which anchored in Ava- 
lon Bay in December, 1602. - It was Viz- 
cuino who gave to Santa Catalina its pres- 
ent name, this saint being the patron of 
the day on which the landing was made. 
The prominent cape which stands north of 
Catalina Harbor is named after Cortes, 
who equipped many expeditions at Zacatula, 
Mexico, in 1522-32, to explore California. 
The neat 1860 feet high, a landmark to the 
north of Silver Cafion, was named in honor 
of Vizcaino, who was under the orders of 
Philip Ill of Spain to explore this coast. 
Fhe lofty peak back of Empire. landing was 


given the ‘name of Mt. Ferello after the 
pilot of Cabrillo, who originally discovered 
Santa Catalina in 1542. Ferello was also 


the historian of the expedition, and his 
log or diary has been found in the govern- 
ment library at Madrid. The picturesque 
range of mountains that forms the wall to 
the south of Middle ranch was named tin 
honor of the great Capt. Cabrillo, ‘“‘The 
Cabrillo Mountains.” He discovered the 
island in September, 1542, 257 years ago, 
and named Santa Catalina ‘‘San Salvador,” 
after one of his caravels, and San Cle- 
mente, ‘‘La Villoria,’’ after the other, but 
these names were forgotten and thea ones 
given by Vizcaino, who rediscovered the 
islands sixty. years later, have been re- 
tained, 
MYSTERIOUS MONSTER. 

Austin Corbin and O. C. Bennett have 
been having an experience with some kind 
of a marine monster off the east end of the 
island in the vicinity of Seal Rock which 
puzzles them. While fishing there yester- 
day Mr. Corbin had a strike which dif- 
fered in intensity from any he had before 
experienced, and the big fish started right 
out seaward, turning the boat as though 
it were an egg shell, for half a mile, when 
the line snapped and they lost their tow. 
Returning to the original point, Mr. Ben- 
nett soon got a strike, but rod and reéél 
were not in it with such game, and he lost 
hig tackle.

Telegrams which came in last night, 
and Which are printed in another col- 
umn, are to the effect that the precip- 
itation of yesterday in the . northern 
part of the State was from .21 of an 
inch at San Francisco and .46 of an 
inch at Sacramento, up ‘to 1.60 inches 
at Eureka. The storm was moving 
slowly but certainly to the south, and 
the Weather Bureau predicts its con- 
tinuance in the northern part of the 
State today, indicating that the storm 
is one of good dimensions, and giving 
hope for at least two days of rain here, 
which should mean ample moisture to 
redeem all crops, with the possible ex- 
ception wild feed.
